In view of tle profound and 
unusual interest that this case 
has aroused not only in this com- 
munity, but in the entire country 
and even beyond its boundaries, 


the Court feels it his duty to 
state the reasons which have led 
him to the decision which he has 
reached. It is not an yrconr- 
| gnon thing that pleas of guilty 
are entered in criminal cases, 
but almost without exception in 
the past, such pleas have been 
the result of a virtual agreement 
between the defendant and the 
State's Attorney, whereby, | in 
consideration of the plea, the 
State's Attorney conse to rec- 
ommend to the Court a sentence 
deemed appropriate by him, and, 
in the absence of special reasons 
to the contrary, it is the practice 
of the Court to follow such rec- 
ommendations. 

In the present case the situa- 
tion is a diffreent one. .A plea 
of gulity has been entered by the 
defense without a previous un- 
derstanding with the prosecution 
and without any knowledge 

whatever on its part. More- 
ever, the plea of guilty did not 
in this‘particular case, as it usu- 
ally does, render the task of the 
prosecution easier by substitut- 
ing admission of guilty for a pos- 
sibly difficult and uncertain 
chain of proof. 

State Had Confessions. 

Here the State was in posses- 
sion, not only of the essential. 
substantiating facts, but also o! 
voluntary confessions on the part 
of the defendants. The plea of 
guilty, therefore,/does not make 
a special case in favor of the 
defendants. 

Since both of the cases: that. 
namely, of murder and that of

*" For both the crime of murder 
and kidnaping for ransom the 
law’ prescribes different punish- 
ments in the alternative. 

Reads the Statutes. 

For the crime of murder, the 
statute deciares: “Whoever is 
guilty of murder shall suffer the 
punishment of death, or impris- 
omment in the penitentiary for 
his natural life, or for a term not 
leas than 14 years. If the ac- 
cused is found guilty by a jury 
they shall fix the punishment by 
their verdict: upon a plea of 
guilty the punishment shall be 
fixed by the Court.” 

Moved Chiefly by Age. 

For the crime of kidnaping for 
ransom, the statute reads: “Who- 
ever is guilty of kidnaping for 
ransom shall suffer death, or be 
punished by imprisonment in the 


penitentiary for life, or any term 
not less than five years.” 


Under the plea of guilty the 
duty of determining the punish- 
ment devolves upon the court 
and the law indicates no rule or 
policy for the guidance of his 
Giacretion. In reaching his de- 
cision the court would have we!l- 
comed the counsel of others. In 
some states the Legislature in its 
wisdom has provided for a bench 
of three Judges to determine the 
penalty in cases such as this. 
Nevertheless.the court ts willing 
to meet his responsibilities. It 
would have been the path of 
least resistance to impose the 
extreme penalty of the law. In 
choosing imprisonment instead of 
death, the court is moved chiefly 
by the consideration of the age 
of the defendants, boys of 18 and 
19 years.

He 
tried yellcw glasses for a short 
while and when the driving force 
of his restless 6nergy tok him back 
to his favorite game of polo yes- 
terday morning he shoved the} 
black patch to the back of his 
head out of the way. 

The Prince’s polo was played 
yesterday in the first drizzle of the 
soaking rain which made the jn- 
ternational polo game impossible. 
The horses came near falling sev-/ 
cral times. He had returned to his 
vacation home in Syosset at & 
c’clock in the morning, after a 
dinner dance at the home of Mr. 
Ambrose Clark in Westbury. He} 
lay abed until nearly noon. After 
breakfast the threat of rain made 
the Prince doubtful that the inter-/| 
national polo game would ‘be 
played. He kept his staff busy 
telephoning to the Meadowbrook 
Club to find out whether the game/.

‘\DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 10. 

HE platform adopted by the 

Missouri Democrats in con- 

vention here yeserday fol- 
lows: 

The Democratic party of Mis- 
souri in convention assembled 
reaffirms its advocacy of and 
allegiance to those time-honored 
principles which have in every 
administration when the party 
was in power, from the first ad- 
ministration of Thomas Jeffer- 
son to the last administration of 
Woodrow Wilson, characterized 
the party as the exponent of free 
and honest government; and, we 
heartily indorse the last Demo- 
cratic national platform adopted 
in the city of New York at our 
late Nationa] Democratic Con- 
vention as fully expressive of 
those principles, and those ideals 
of the Democratic party, both in 
this State and in the Nation. 

Help for the Farmer. 

The farmers, the products of 
whose labors keep the world’s 
tusiness going, and upon whose 
cutput cities and towns depend 
for their existence, ask no spe- 
cial privileges or favors; but we 
insist they should stand upon 
even ground with those operat- 
ing other business institutions. 
At present farming, which is a 
great business; does not stand 
upon a level with other busi- 
nesses and the income of the 
‘armer has fallen far below that 
of those operating other indus- 
tries. The earning power of ag- 
riculture, lessened by the read- 
justments following the war and 
almost totally destroyed by the 
foreign policies of the Republi- 
can party and by the Fordney- 
McCumber tariff, must be 
brought back to normal. 

America produces a surplus of 
farm products; this surplus must 
be sold abroad in an unprotected 
market and in competition with 
the cheapest workers of Europe 
and Asia and with the products 
of the newest lands of Canada, 
Australia and South America. 
The price of this surplus sold 
abroad has been permitted to 
fix the price of al] of the farm 
products sold at home while the 
farmer, by virtue of the Ford- 
ney-McCumber tariff, has been 
compelled to buy the things he 
used in a stimulated, highly pro- 
tected market. Even the surplus 
which the farmers of America 
must sell abroad has been per- 
mitted to depreciate in value be- 
cause the Republican foreign 
policies have done nothing to re- 
store or stimulate the farmers’ 
foreign market. 

Marketing and Freight Rates. 

“We pledge assistance and 
support to the reorganization of 
the farmers’ marketing system 
on more economical lines 
through co-operation and 
through the establishment of an 
export marketing agency: to 
take such steps as may be neces- 
sary to stimulate and open new 


foreign markets for the farmers’ ¢ 


surplus and to prevent the price 
of that surplus from establishing 
home prices for farm products. 

“We believe in the reorgani- 
zation of the genera] freight 
rates structure and a more in- 
telligent and equitable distribu- 
tion of the freight burden. in or- 
der that bulky farm products 
may not bear an undue portion 
of the transportation cost, and 
in order that commerce and in- 
dustry may thrive throughout 
the State. 

“We regret that when almost 
a dozen states, acting in concert 
sought a readjustment of freight 
rates on farm products which 
would have brought some relief 
to the farmers, the Missouri 
Public Utilities Commission, a 
part of the present Republican 
administration, refused to join 
these states in this effort—sat 
by, inactive and impotent. so as 
to give the impression that the 

Missouri commission was not 
in sympathy with the effort to 
obtain the relief sought. 

Taxation and Honesty. 

The most vital question before 
the people of Missouri is that of 
taxation. No money should be 
taken from our people, except 
such as is absolutely necessary 
for the efficient and liberal ad- 
ministration of State affairs, 
when such affairs are econom- 
ically and honestly administered. 
For this purpose taxes should 
be fairly, justly and equitably 
distributed upon all classes of 
property so that overburden shall 
not be imposed upon any par- 
ticular class.

For plac- 
ing this unjust and inequitable 
burden upon the farmers of Mis- 
sourl, we condemn Governor 
Hyde's administration, and we 
condemn the action of Gov. 
Hyde in vetoing the bill passed 
by the last Democratic Legis- 
lature which abolished the un- 
necessary and expensive tax com- 
mission, provided a simple and 
economical way for the collec- 
tion of income and _ {franchise 
taxes and sought to equitably ad- 
just the tax burdens. 

At no time has demand for 
honesty in public office been 
more insistent than at this hour.

Considering the platform decla- 
rations of the Missouri Repub- 
licans in 1920, it must be recalled 
that these officials entered office 
committed to “‘the reduction of 
the burden of taxation by econo- 
my of administration.” Yet 
they have expended more of the 
public moneys than any other 
administration in the State’s his- 
tory. wrung from the taxpayers 
by excessive assessments and un- 
necessary levies.

Police Administration.

and not of a free country and at 
the same time let real offend- 
ers go unwhipped of justice.

Compensation Act.

We there- 
fore favor an equitable and just 
workmen’s compensation law. 

We believe that the public 
schoo! system of the State should 
be administered in such manner 
that partisan politics shall not 
enter into their management. 
As illustrative of the partisan at- 
titude of the present administra- 
tion, the president of the St. 
Louis School Board, upon his re- 
election, stated that the St. Louis 
School Board “was now a Re- 
publican body,” and such a 
statement aroused just criti- 
cism from the people of that 
city and such situation calls for 
the consideration of the Legis- 
ture and the Governor. 

We urge prompt action to 
the end that the law (if 
necessary) should be amended so 
as to take school matters out of 
partisan politics. 

Women and the Family. 


The Democratic party of Mis- 
souri has accorded to women ful 
partnership and equal voice in 
party councils in advance of any 
requirement of law and is the 
first of the major parties to 
nominate a woman for State of- 
fice in Missouri. We welcome 
the idealism of woman as an ac- 
cession of strength to the prin- 
ciples for the advancement of 
human welfare on which the 
Democratic party is founded and 
we invite the co-operation and 
support of all women of the 
State. 

We favor the safeguarding of 
the family and dependent chil- 
dren, the care of defectives, and 
the promotion of health. 

So far as is consistent with an 
economical administration of the 
State’s affairs, we pledge our- 
selves to make such appropria- 
tions as may be necessary prop- 
erly to care for our indigent and 
afflicted citizens. 

We favor the protection of the 
forests of the State against the 
ravages of fire and against reck- 
leas waste and the reforestation 
of cut-over land under the 4di- 
rection of wise legislative pro- 
visions. 

We favor the conservation of 
wild animal and fish life 

We favor the preservation of 
suitable parts of the outdoors 
for public use and recreation.

sued a statement here Mo } 
night in which he individually de- 
nounced the Ku Klux in language 

of the presidential nominee. The 

anti-klan plank was restriéted 

solely to the Davis declaration. 

The plank read: 

“The Democrats of Missouri in- 
dorse the pronouncement of our 
great leader and American states- 
man, Hon. John W.*Davis, and 
with him says ‘If any organiza- 
tion, no matter what it chooses to 
be called, whether the Ku Klux 
Klan or by any other name, raises 
the standard of racial and religi- 
ous prejudice or attempts to make 
racial] or religious bellefs the test 
of fitness for public office, it does 
violence to the spirit of American 
institutions and must be con- 
demned by all those who believe 
in American ideals.” 

Hyde Regime Condemmed. si, 

The Democratic platform con- 
demneq the Republican State ad- 
ministration, under Gov. Hyde, for 
failure to keep pre-election 
pledges; attacked the public serv- 
ice commission and the State Tax 
Commission; and urged general re- 
vision of taxation methods in the 
State, economy in government and 
legislative aid to farmers. 

It declared that “the present 
State administration, entirely sub- 
missive to the will and design of 
Gov. Hyde, has been marked chief- 
ly by its open and flagrant vio- 
tation of pre-election pledges.

Reading of the platform began 
about 9:30 p. m. The Piatform 
Committee had worked on. the 
planks from 3 p.m. Members said 
there had been no serious disagree- 
ment, but that no one had prepared 
any planks in advance and the en- 
tire platform had to be written. 
A. T. Dumm of Jefferson City was 
chairman of the Piatform Commit- 
tee.

| There were many spectators, who 


had traveled hundreds of miles to

Ikalupiak, a copper Eskimo, a 
youth of only 16, was the prisoner. 
The murdered man was Havougach 
of the same race and 
Ikalupiak, and the tragedy took 
place 90 miles from Tree River, on 
the Arctic Circle, Nov. 15, 1921, 
The trial was held July 5, this year, 
nearly three years after the crime, 
and, in the intervening months, the 
| Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
| tracked their man down, and, with 


| tireless patience, marshaled the ev- 


idence against him. , 


Iqalupiak, according to the evi- 
dence, had been taken in as a 
members of their family by Hav- 
|ougach and his wife, Whattish, 
| who was attracted by the young 
‘man. Havougach became jealous. 
|Each feared attack from the other 
‘as they went about their daily 
tasks. Finally, on the day when 
ithe two men had gone from the 
‘snow houses of the family camp, 
to the frozen meat camp, the trag- 
}edy occurred. It was argued by 
\the defense that the prisoner had 
gone out unarmed, while Havou- 
j}gach carried a knife and a gun. 
|However, Havougach was found 
with a bullet in his head. Ikalu- 
piak, it was said, voluntarily ac- 
companied Havougach’s relatives 
to the police detachment, a dis- 
tance of from five to ten days’ 
journey, where he was placed un- 
der arrest. Ikalupiak became the 
husband of the dead man’s wife. 
He and Khattish lived happily to- 
gether, it is said, and a child was 
born to them. The child died be- 
fore the trial. 

White Man’s Justice Done. 

The Judge finds the young pris- 
oner guilty, and sentences him to 
five years in the penitentiary of 
Stoney Mountain, in Manitoba. The 
party halts for a few days for the 
transhipment,. of supplies to the 
posts of the- Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, and then starts 
back—Judge, clerk of the court, 
stenographer, police and prisoner— 
and the white man’s justice has 
been done.

- QUESTION

her life as a cook in private 
families, dis- , 
cussed the 
difficulties of 
the servant 
question to- 
day. She 
said: 

wy heard 
my mistress 
complainin g 
about the un- 
rest among 
servants, and ~ 
the dictatori- 
al attitude of 
the present- 
day worker— 
that he would 
do this or 
that, or he 2°. 
would not do 
some other 
things; in- 
sisted on certain times off, and 
made life complicated and unhap- 
py in many families. 

“This very woman,” she said, 
“has certainly no conception of 
how her children regard the ser- 
vants, and that is one of her 
troubles. These young people have 
an idea that we are mere ma- 
chines to do their bidding at any 
time. 

“If I were the head of a family 
that wanted to be considerate and 
make the servants respect me, the 
first thing I would do would be to 
teach my children that housework 
of any kind is worth while doing 
and that it is really noble to do 
it. 

“When you teach children that 
the worker just happens to be in 
that position and is not beneath 
them, just that soon will children 
realize the worth of work. They 
will not try to lord it over those 
who are employed around them. 
They will treat them with respect 
and thoughtfulness. 

“If every worker could only be 
employed by the real people, with 
hearts and souls, who do not re- 
gard money as the beginning and 
end of everything, then indeed 
would there be more willing serv- 
ants and things would be eaglier for 
all concerned,” she concluded. 

This is only one phase of it, 
however. Many a servant working 
in a place like this will leave on 
account of the children, the other 
good things about the work being 
entirely forgotten. 

Nobody ever got anything by be- 
ing discontented, not even trying 
to make the best of things and get 
along. Of course, when too much 
is heaped upon a worker, that is 
another story. But when he who 
would serve goes on the theory 
that service is merely getting the 
pay at the end of the month, he 
deludes himself, to say the least. 
The big problem is to save jump- 
ing from one job to another. 

If the work is generally agree- 
able, and there are some things 
you do not like, the best thing *o 
do is to take the good with the bad 
and go on. Almost everybody, !n 
hiring a new person, gives great 
consideration to the one who has 
been able to hold a job. 

The first question I ask one who 
would work for me is, “How long 
have you been employed and 
where?’ If I learn that the work- 
er has had a great many positions, 
I usually come to the conclusion 
that he is somewhat at fault. 

No matter what kind of work 
we have in life, it cannot always 
be rosy. The office girl, the 
stenographer, the department store 
people, and in fact anyone who 
works for pay has something about 
his labors that he must meet with 
fortitude. It is much better to 
meet it and stay on the job than 
to be forever seeking a new one. 

Unrest is the trouble with the 
servant question today, and it is 
within the worker himself as much 
as the employer.

H The other day I drove past a fine home in the country 


and vubserved 


sTtounds. My companion said:

“The narents of thos nice kiddies never keep a sick child in bed 
if the younyster wants to get up and play.’’ ! 


That Ie startling, isn't it? 


We have been brought up to believe 


that everybedy who is sick, certainly if fever is present, should be 


hept in bed. 

Perhaps I am old-fashioned, for 
I hold to the popular idea that 
acutely sick persons should be kept 
quiet. I do think, however, that 
the domestic use of the thermome- 
ter is overdone, Just because the 
baby cries a bit or complains, is 
no reason for rushing after the 
thermometer. And yet, the pres- 
ence of fever is a warning that 
something is wrong. 

If the temperature is high your 
doctor's advice is necessary. While 
waiting for him it is weil to put 
the child in bed. 

The bedroom should be _ qutiet. 
Even little children are sensitive 
to noise and bright lights. If they 
are ill they require the same cool, 
quiet, shaded room that is so ac- 
ceptable to a grown-up when he’s 
sick. 

Some children are nervous and 
easily upset. To avoid the disturb- 
ance due to excitement, it is well 
to exclude visitors, the other chil- 
dren of the family and the neigh- 
bors. 

The bed should be made smooth 
and comfortable. The pillow ought 
to be shaken up now and then 
and turned over to give the hot 
cheek a fresh and cool resting 
Place, 

Above all else don’t smother the 
child with heavy and hot bed cloth- 
ing. Light covering will be suffi- 
clent—perhaps the sheet will be 
quite enough. 

Keep the bed spotiessly clean by 
making frequent changes of the 
linen. If the child ig sick a long 
time make use of a second bed to 

change off.” It is a comfort to 
get into a new bed with the bumps 
in new places. 

Do you give your child all the 
water he wants? Or do you hold 
to the worn-out and absurd notion 
that water is bad for sick folks? 
I beg of you to let the thirsty baby 
have ali the water he wants. 

Of course there are certain stom- 
ach disorders, associated with vom- 
iting, where fluids must be limit- 
ed. In fevers from ordinary caus- 
es, however, water is good for a 
sick child. If you have ever suf- 
fered from thirst you know what 
it means to go without water. It 
> torture to a child not to have 

S50, when your baby is tll, I beg 
of you to give him moderate quan- 
tities of water. Don’t give it in ea 
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full glass and take it away after a 
sip. Use a little glass and have 
in it only the quantity of water the 
child may take. Then_he can have 
the joy of draining the cup to the 
last drop. 

The advice given here for your 
sick baby is also good advice for 
you to follow when you are sick.

ARGARET BEAUFORT was 

the daughter and heiress 
of the Duke of Somerset. On 
account of her great beauty, she 
was sought in marriage at the 
early age of 15 by two persons of 
high rank. One was the son of 
the Duke of Suffolk, the other was 
Edmund, Earl of Richmond, haif 
brother of the reigning monarch, 
Henry VI. 

Wavering between the two pro- 
posals, Margaret was advised to 
consult St. Nicholas, patron saint 
of undecided maidens. Evidently 
St. Nicholas decided upon Edmund, 
whom she married soon afterward. 
Edmund died soon after the birth 
of a son, who later became King 
Henry VII. 

Margaret married twice after the 
death of her first husband, first, 
Humphrey Stafford, son of the 
Duke of Buckingham, and then 
Thomas, Lord Stanley, subsequent- 
ly Earl of Derby. She did many 
works of charity and died June 29, 
1509, at the age of 68, just after 
her grandson, Henry VIII, ascend- 
ed the throne.

BIG FAMILIES 
WIN OUT

N many of the Western States 
[: find that families of 10 or 12 

children are commonm Asa rule 
every member of this large group 
becomes an independent young 
hustler. There are too many of 
them to be coddled and babied, so 
they learn early to take care of 
themselves. 


The members of the large fam- | 


ily group have perhaps a four-to- 
one advantage over the only-child 
situation. Children are their own 
best teachers. In case of even as 
few as three, we uSually find three 


types of personality, so that each | 


one has two individuals very dif- 
ferent from himself to learn from 
day by day. If there are as many 
as five, then you have an almost 
complete school of teachers and 
learners. 

Put on your own clothes, wash 
your own face, make your own 
bed, get your own  breakfast— 
these are the watchwords which 
the child of the larger family 
group has early dinned into his 
ears, and he must heed them. He 
must learn to hustle for himself 
or go without many coveted ad- 
vantages. Even at the dining ta- 
ble there is constant discipline for 
the larger group which is com- 
pletely denied the smalier, 

To be a real effective ‘“chair- 
man” of the meeting; to be a real 
adjudicator of claims and wrongs 
done; to turn the course of a 
whine or a quarrel toward refine- 
ment and better practice; to trans- 
form a war of words and perhaps 
a few fraternal blows into a debat- 
ing event: to tame and reduce the 
crude behavior of boys and girls 
by slow degrees, never suppressing, 
but always suggesting; to heip the 
young member just sufficiently 
that he may find his own way out 
rather than to feel that he is be- 
ing shoved or carried out; to make 
the rough-and-tumble behavior of 
the members of the large family 
group a constant schooling more 
significant than the classroom ex- 
ercises themselves—these are some 
of the ideals which I see as in- 
herent in the family of six to ten 
and as impossible in the family 
of one or two. 

Think it over, parents, and bring 
in some foster children if you have 
not enough of your own to make 
matters interesting.
